Robert P. Boylan Says

He gaid that immediate results 
of the recent market decline would 
probably be a drop all along the 
line in prices housewives must pay 
for groceries and other domestic 
needs. A slump in the commodity 
markets, he said, indicates a sym- 
pathetic decline in other markets. 

Boylan said that the upheaval 
in the financial structure of the 
country which many feel will lead 
to the “good old days” in retail 
prices is a healthy thing if it does 
not get out of hand.

Receipts were 5000 against 8462 
a week ago. Receipts in the 12 
terminal markets of the United 
States today were about 29 per 
cent under last week on this day 
and 32 per cent below a year ago. 

The cattle market was steady 
today with one carload of good 
steers bringing the day's top of 
$26.75 a hundredweight. The lamb 
market was 50 to 75 cents lower 
on a top of $23.25.

An investigation of the accounts 
of the Missouri Training School 
for Boys at Boonville, covering 
purchases and operating expenses 


since Jan. 1, 1947, has been or- 
dered by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, 
it was learned today. 

Members of the Board of Train- 
ing Schools, ousted by Gov. Don- 
nelly, had received reports that 
under earlier administrations, be- 
fore John C. Tindall became su- 
perintendent last Oct. 1, “kick- 
backs” often were paid by sales- 
men who sold merchandise to the 
training school. 

Several board members were 
approached by men who had made 
regular sales to the institution 
and were told by them that shake- 
downs often preceded sales. Cer- 
tain “clearances” or payments 
based on a percentage of the sale 
price were necessary before the 
business deals could be arranged, 
the salesmen said, 

Merchants .in Boonville, the 
board members learned, often had 
to kick back a percentage of their 
total sales to employes of the 
training school. 


Reports of Stealing. 

In addition, there were wide- 
spread reports of stealing from 
the commissary at the training 
school by fermer employes, Dur- 
ing the meat rationing period, for 
example, large quantities of meat 
disappeared from the commissary 
and were sold in the black mar- 
ket, Tindall learned, 

When Tindall took over as su- 
perintendent, he was told that all 
commissary records had been de- 
stroyed. 

Orders for 28 cases of food that 
had been removed from the com- 
missary could not be found when 
Louis J. Sharp, former director of 
state training schools, became act- 
ing superintendent at Boonville 
last August, after the Rev, LeRoy 
Munyon resigned in a disagree- 
ment with the state board. Later, 
a board member recalled, Sharp 
found the missing orders stuffed 
between some boards in the com- 
missary. 

One day last summer, the board 
member related, two crates of 
canned goods were found in a 
yard near the commissary. An 
employe said someone had re- 
moved food from the commigsary 
and had hauled all but two crates 
away. 

Goods for Drapes Missing. 

Material, valued at 5400, to be 
used in making drapes for the 
residence of the superintendent 
and assistant superintendent, also 
had disappeared when Sharp took 
over control of the school, the 
board member related. Sharp was 
told the material might be in the 
tailor shop on the grounds. The 
man in charge of the shop told 
him the material had been there 
but had disappeared, 

Members of the board discussed 
the disappearance and one sug- 
gested that the State Patrol be 
called in to make an investigation. 
However, the suggestion was not 
acted upon. 

The Rev. Mr, Munyon was 
superintendent from Jan. 9, 1945, 
until last August, Sharp served 
as acting superintendent for a 
brief period and Tindall took over 
Oct. 1. He was fired by the Gov- 
ernor Jan, 31. 

Report of Audit Confirmed. 

Donnelly confirmed the report 
that he asked State Auditor For- 
rest Smith to audit the accounts 
of the Boonville institution. The 
Governor said the audit was a 
preliminary to appointment of a 
new State Board of Training 
Schools to replace the board he 
fired last month. 

The audit would enable the new 
board, when appointed, to take 
over the Boonville training school 
with its financial records fully 
audited and checked, Donnelly 
said.

Help us in the mass distribution 
of the ‘Octopus on the Potomac’ 
by distributing your fair quota— 
20, 50, 250, or more. Each copy 
you, or one of your clients buys 
enables us to send another to 
moulders of public opinion. Our 
past experience shows that letters 
from members of the bar get seri- 
ous consideration from their rep- 
resentatives in Congress. 

“8. Never has this committee’s 
nonpartisan, educational work 
been 80 far-reaching and aso effec-

The 
price list shows that 2000 or more 
copies of “Octopus” can be ob- 
tained at three cents each and 
the “Jester-Terrill” copies for six 
cents each, A notation at the 
bottom in small print states: “Tt is 
legal for corporation funds to be

“The board of publica | 
us to do better,“ Miss 
told the Rost-Dispatch over the 
telephone today, “but we resented 
censorship which we didn’t think 
was deserved. Surely, we could 
‘do better.“ We could put out a 
regular Ladies’ Home Journal, 
but the kids wouldn't read it. 

“It was a question of putting out 
a magazine for the kids or for the 
parents, and we represent the 
kids,” 

Both Miss Forsythe, the daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel 8. 
Forsythe, and Miss Mary Ellen 
Woods of Evansville, Ind., co-edl- 
tor of the publication, resigned 
after a session with the faculty 
board yesterday, It immediately 
announced it would receive ap- 
plications for their jobs. 

“Nothing was said about our re- 
signing at the meeting,” Miss 
Forsythe related, “but it was in 
the air. I guess we resigned be- 
fore we were fired, The whole 
thing started from an anonymous 
letter the board received from a 
parent, stating he wouldn't send 
his daughter to the university if 
life here was as depicted in the 
Purple Parrot.” 

Miss Forsythe indignantly de- 
nied the board’s assertion that the 
Purple Parrot had overemphasized 
sex and liquor in its last two is- 
sues, She said that it was com- 
parable to other college magazines 
throughout the country. 

“Why, we have lots of serious 
articles in the Purple Parrot,” 
Miss Forsythe said, “and in the 
current issue there were only two 
pages out of 32 even referring to 
the things the board didn’t like. 
That was a double spread of car- 
toons and drawings by students, 
some of them dealing with night 
life around the campus, 

“Last ‘year the students didn't 
read the Purple Parrot. This year 
we changed our policy to put out 
a magazine the majority of stu- 
dents would like. But it has no 
more liquor and sex in it now than 
it ever did.” 

The campus row was intensified 
by a feud between the Daily 
Northwestern, student newspaper, 
and the Purple Parrot. The Daily 
repeatedly has criticized the Pur- 
ple Parrot, which appears six 
times yearly. Dean Kenneth Ol- 
sen of the journalism school, a 
member of the board of publica- 
tions, referred yesterday to this 
intra-campus rivalry and conceded 
the material in the Purple Parrot 
“probably was not much different 
from that in other campus humor 
magazines.” 

Miss Forsythe, who went to 
classes as usual today, was gradu- 
ated from Webster Groves High 
School in 1944. She was an edi- 
tor of the annual there and later 
was staff member of college 
publications at Ward-Belmont 
Junior College, Nashville, Tenn., 
before entering Northwestern 
three years ago.

So that’s the way it is going to 
appear on the forthcoming stamp 
to commemorate the 150th anni- 
versary of Mississippi’s admission

The stamp will carry an outline

along with yield insurance depre- 
ciation and income tax induce- 
ments, 

Under his plan an insurance 
company which built a large 
apartment house consisting of low 
or moderate renting units, for 
instance, would be permitted to 
charge off depreciation at an ac- 
celerated rate, as corporations 
which expanded their plants for 
war production were permitted 
to do. 

The insurance company would 
be permitted to charge off for in- 
come tax purposes also perhaps

Milwaukee Project. 


One of the most recent large- 
scale housing projects has been 
in Milwaukee, intended for the 
low-income group and aided by a 
municipal subsidy. The cost there 
has been estimated at $8000 per 
dwelling unit, including site. On 
this basis, 6000 dwelling units on 
the St. Louls midtown site would 
cost about $48,000,000, There would 
be other costs in reconstruction of 
this territory, such as relocating 
streets and other public facilities 
and providing new schools and 
recreation places. 

Scattered through the district 
are a fair number of light manu- 
facturing and other small estab- 
lishments, Under the urban re- 
developmient statute it would be 
possible for redevelopment corpor- 
ations to provide for them as well 
as for housing. One possibility 
might be to concentrate them in 
modern loft buildings adjacent to 
the present large industrial plants. 
Nearly all of them would have to 
give up their present quarters un- 
ir any comprehensive replanning, 
and a probably would have dif- 
ficulty in relocating themselves. 


Over-all area of this midtown 
district, including existing streets, 
plazas and other public property, | 
and churches, is about 260 acres. 
The City Plan Commission study 
in 1946 showed that comprehensive 
redevelopment for housing could 
cover 153 acres, after excluding 
the high-value tracts that would 
not be cleared, the site of a pro- 
posed.’ expressway to the West 
End and other parcels that would 
not be involved, The district meas- 
ures 20 blocks, or a mile and 
three-quarters, from east to west; 
it is an eighth of a mile wide 
east of Jefferson avenue and a 
third of a mile wide at Grand 
boulevard, 

Harland Bartholomew, engineer 
of the City Plan Commission, dis- 
cussing the study of the district, 
suggested that a general average 
of about 40 family dwelling units 
per acre might be erected there. 
This took into consideration the | 
likelihood that certain portions 
might have apartment houses of 
perhaps eight stories or somewhat 
higher, while much of the land 
could best be used by three-story 
and two-story structures. 

“At 40 families to an acre,” said 
Bartholomew, “this would mean 
about 6000 dwellings there. If we 
assume 3.5 persons to a family, 
this would provide for 21,000 popu- 
lation, but if we assume 3.2 to a 
family—and family sizes are di- 
minishing—this would mean 19,200 
population, 

Express Highway. 

“One of the great advantages of | 
this central area, east of Grand, 
is in connection with the need for 
an express. highway to the west. 
A combination of slum clearance | 
and rebuilding here, with con- 
struction of an express highway, 
would be the most logical way to 
go about replanning of the area. 
Undoubtedly some blocks now oc- 
cupied by large structures will 
have to remain, such as Century 
Electric Co., Eighteenth Street Ga- 


rage and St. Louis Dairy Co., for 
example. Our studies show that 
the number of blocks occupied by 
large, expensive buildings is very 
mall and would not block con- 
struction of a good express high- 
way. 

“Between Fourteenth and Eigh- 
teenth streets we should probably 
have a tall type of apartment hotel 
construction, and from about 
Twentieth street west most of the 
construction should probably.be of 
the two or three-story type, with 
probably a few tall buildings.” 

Latest available figures indicate 
that the entire district has not 
more than about 20 acres of va- 
cant land. Such vacant property 
as there is is widely scattered, 
only a fifth of the city blocks in 
the district being fully occupied. 


The city owns one large vacant 
area, to the north of Vashon Com- 
munity Center, between Cardinal 
and Compton avenues, which was 
mentioned in yesterday's Post- 
Dispatch as a possible site for 
early action on housing. This was 
purchased with bond funds for a 
Negro recreation area. Elsewhere 684 
in the district the city owns 15 
vacant lots, aggregating only 1.47 
acres, including .61 of an acre in a 
double lot at the northwest corner 
of Seventeenth and Pine streets. 

Not all of the Olive street front- 
age would be omitted from a com- 
plete redevelopment, as_ that 
stretch has sections of dilapidated 
property. 

Virtually no vacancy exists in 
the crowded, old-fashioned houses. 
Many of these are rooming 
houses, where social workers say 
tenants have to pay $20 to $30 a 
month for two dingy rooms and 
inadequate facilities. In 1940 the 
census showed average monthly 
rent was $16.95 per dwelling unit. 
That census listed only 96 owner 
occupants among the inhabitants 
of the district—nearly every one 
there is a tenant. There are fewer 
owner-occupants here than in any 
other part of the city. 

Back in the 80’s and 90’s many 
of these were fine homes. There 
has been little or no individual ef- 
fort at rehabilitation for many 
years. Nine-tenths of the dewll- 
ings were built before 1900. The 
census showed only 191 dwellings 
erected in 1900-19, a scant 15 in the 
20's, and just three in the 3078. 
There has been no residential con- 
struction there in the 40’s. More 
than 400 of the dwellings had av- 
Orage occupancy exceeding 1% 
persons @er room at the time of 
the last census and the proportion 
probably has grown in the war 
and postwar periods. 

Three-fifth of the dwellings 
have no private bath. This district 
is part of a larger region of the 
city where the volume of sub- 
standard housing is heavy and 
where a considerable portion of 
the people are forced to use priv- 
ies. Very little of the real estate 
is mortgaged; under existing 
standards much of it would not, 
constitute good security. 

This is virtually the center of 
the constricted. territory within 
the city where Negroes dwell. In 
this midtown district most of the 
workers are laborers or are en- 
gaged in the service trades; rela- 
tively few are in the semi-skilled

It is part of the most densely 
populated segment of the city, yet 
as rapidly as possible the people 
have drifted away from it.

This is 
the place of peddlers of coal and 
wood by the basket, and of ice in 
small chunks, whose ancient 
trucks often obstruct traffic. 

The district is near the top in 
the city and county in total birth 
rate, Likewise, here is the heaviest 
infant death rate. Juvenile de- 
linquency is widespread here . 
one of the city's worst areas. 
Figures for 1945 show that this 
neighborhood had the heaviest 
volume of general relief cases, 
old-age assistance and aid to de- 
pendent children in the city or 
county. In the depression period 
of the 30's the district had a big 
proportion of WPA and National 
Youth Administration workers.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 12—4 
substitute bill to aid financially- 
distressed Missouri municipalities, 
under which St. Louis would be 


authorized to impose a municipal 
income tax or an earnings tax, 
Was approved last night by the 
House Taxation and Revenue 
Committee by a vote of six to one. 

The bill, which will be reported 
mext week to the House with a 
recommendation for passage, at- 
tempts to offset any additional 
costs to taxpayers in cities that 
impose the new levies by making 
a 50 per cent reduction in state 
income taxes. The city income 
tax rate could not exceed the 
amount of the state cut. 


Every municipality would be au- 
to impose by ordinance 
an income tax. St. Louis and 
Kansas City, as an alternative, 
would have power to levy an earn- 
ings tax of one-half of 1 per cent. 
The bill originally authorized a 1 
per cent earnings tax, but the 
committee cut the amount at the 
mn of Respresentative 
Edde B. Pope of Hermitage, com- 
mittee chairman and sponsor of 
the bill. 

Pope said he recommended the 
cut because City Counselor George 
L. Stemmler of St. Louis said the 
city planned to levy a one-half of 
1 per cent earnings tax, if given 
authority, in order to augment 
municipal revenues. 

That rate would yield an esti- 
mated $5,000,000 a year, sufficient 
to meet the city’s anticipated oper- 
ating deficit, Pope said. St. Louis 

enacted a one-fourth of 
1 per cent earning tax, which 
later was voided by the Missburi 
Supreme Court on the ground the 
city had no authority to impose 
the tax. Passage of the pending 
bill would confer that right. 

Levies by Cities. 

The bill would permit cities to 
tax the net income of resident in- 
dividuals and corporations, and 
the net income earned within the 
city by non-residents. 

The earnings tax could be levied 
on the gross earnings of resident 
individuals and on the net profits 
of corporations.. Gross earnings 
within the city by non-residents 
also would be subject to the tax. 
At a hearing on the measure last 
night, objections were raised to 
the bill on the ground that resi- 
Gents of St. Louis county and St. 
Louis might be subject to double 
city taxation on the same income, 

terms of the bill. The point 
raised by Frank Lawrence, 
secretary of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and Theodore J. 
Krauss, executive vice president 
of the Associated Industries of 


Missouri, 

They cited the possible case of 
a resident of a .ounty municipal- 
ity who earned his living in St. 
Louis. If the municipality in 
which he lived levied a city in- 
come tax, the individual would 
have to pay a tax on his income 
to his home community and also 
an income or earnings tax to St. 
Louis. A similar situation would 
apply to residents of St. Louls who 
earned their living in county mu- 
nicipalities levying an income tax, 
they said.

The bill also provides that state 
income tax collections, after the 
50 per cent cut is made, shall be 
used solely for the public schools.

Seegers argued for the validity 
of the restrictive covenants, on 
the ground that they are not for- 
bidden by any language of the 
Federal Constitution and are not 
contrary to any state law of Mis- 
souri.

A group of business executives 
said today western Europe needs 
an “extra boost” from this coun- 
try to recover economically.

LTHOUGH only two professiorial soldiers, Maj, Gen. Zachary | 


Taylor and Gen. Ulysses 8. Grant, were placed in the country’s 

~ highest office, one or more veterans of every war (except World 
War II) has been elected to the presidency. This is a clear indication 
that while the people have been reluctant to entrust the great 
executive post to career militarists, they have had no hesitation in 
electing men who donned the uniform in time of national emergency,

Sending a telegram from his 
home at 912 North Garrison ave- 
nue to leaders at the Republican 
convention in Chicago, Gen, Sher- 
man made it so plain that no one 
could misunderstand: “I will not 
accept if nominated and I will 
not serve if elected.” 

Sécretary of State Marshall, a 
professional soldier who served as 
Chief of Staff in World War II, 
has been as positive, saying in 
effect that nothing on earth could 
get him to run. 

Another World War II general, 
Jonathan T. Wainwright, a hero of 
Bataan, has rejected suggestions 
that he run for Senator against 
“Pass the Biscuits Pappy” O’Dan- 
jel in Texas this year. 

Summing Up. 

To summarize: The rule has 
been against professional soldiers 
in the presidency as only two 
have been elec to the highest 
office; but wartime service is an 
asset for civilians and seven who 
served as generals in time of 
emergency became Chief Execu- 
tive. Thus nine Presidents, or 
more than one in three, have seen 
military service as generals. 

Against this background, two 
concluding present day observa- 
tions may be made: 

First, no professional soldier or 
former general on — 
President remotely approache 
President Truman's record for 
putting many military men and 
wartime soldiers in high places. 

Second, few Presidents, war- 
time generals of civilian, faced 
the’ problems of diplomacy and 
statecraft, to say nothing of gen- 
eralship, which have fallen to 
Eisenhower and MacArthur as 
professional soldiers. 

A good case could be made for 
the proposition that only three or 
four Presidents have faced and 
discharged’ such a weight of re- 
sponsibility as was “Ike” Eisen- 
hower’s when he was Supreme 
Commander of the planning and 
the execution of the American- 
British invasion of Europe—and 
supreme diplomat loaded down 
with countless. problems in the 
delicate and volatile field of in- 
ternational policies and personall- 
ties.

NEWS COVERAGE IN GREECE | 


SALONIKA, Greece, Feb. 12 
(UP)—The United States Army 
group in Greece imposed virtual 
press censorship on American and 
other news correspondents in the 
field yesterday despite the aid to 
Greece agreement which provides 
for full coverage of activities of 
Americans in this country. 

A memo that all requests for 
information from news media will 
be referred to the P.LO. (public 
information officer) at Athens.” 

Since Athens is a day distant

I suppose it is better to wake up 


and therefore our lawmakers in

It is not very often that either 
house votes unanimously on any- 
thing, and when both do it, as 
they did the other day in giving 
legal authority to a permanent 
State Department international in- 
formation and cultural program, 
one can only describe it as a rare

What is even more rare is the 
remarkable change of mind mani- 
fested by the members of Con- 
gress, For it was only a year or 
so ago that the same gentlemen 
decided to still the Voice of Amer- 
ica and leave the war of words 
to the Russians and the British. 

One can still hear—almost—the 
vociferous outburst of Representa- 
tive Taber (Rep.), New York, that 
propaganda was not a proper func- 
tion of government and that it 
threatened “American liberty and 
the freedom of the press.” Taber 
had a lot of company in the 
House, and the result was that a 
modest request for $37,000,000 to

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What Strings on Our Aid? 
Can and should the United States tie strings 
on aid offered to Europe under the Marshall 
plan? Wallace Deuel examines this question in 
two articles written from Washington. He an- 
swers the question in the affirmative. 
We should impose conditions, Deuel says, suf- 


” ficiently drastic. to ‘insure a lasting improvement 
in the economy. of. Western Europe, but not so 


drastic as to prevent acceptance of the plan. 
The Administration is now prepared to specify 
that: 

At least a hegtining shall be made toward 
a federation of Western Europe, This would in- 
elude the beginnings of a customs union and a 
close political alliance: 

Arrangements shall be made to pool resources, 
establish an international network of power 
lines, an international pool of freight cars and to 
standardize rail equipment. 

Western Europe must dig more coal and raise 
more of its own food. 

Construction of homes, factories, steel plants 
and new power facilities will have to await the 
satisfaction of more immediate needs. 

Each recipient nation must set aside in blocked 
accounts, whose disposition shall be determined 
by the United States, an amount of its own cur- 
rency equal to the value of American aid which 
it receives free. Presumably such funds would be 
used to maintain stable currencies, _ 

Does all this mean that the United States 
would try to dictate that the European econo- 
mies be remade on the American “free-enter- 
prise” model. Not at all, Deuel says. To the 
contrary, their economies will be more closely 

managed and controlled to obtain the quickest 
recovery possible. Soviet propagandists doubt- 
less will still charge that the United States 
is trying to remake Western Europe in its own 
image, but the facts should remove validity from 
the accusation. 

It may indeed be argued that the contemplated 
conditions do not go far enough, especially with 
respect to achieving Western European unity. 

To speak of the beginnings of federation—of 
a customs union and political alliance—is well 
enough. But the whdle of history suggests the 
perils of a partial federation. Either there is an 
effective pooling of authority, or economic 
rivalries and nationalistic pressures soon pull the 
structure apart. 

We have had a good example of that within 
the month. Under the international monetary 
agreement, France was pledged against devalua- 
tion except with permission of the central board. 
But there was no way of enforcing the pledge 
and when internal influences became severe, 
France cut the value of the franc about in half, 


, apparently with no fear that it would be de- 


prived of further American aid. 

Certainly the United States cannot, by offer- 
ings loans or gifts equal to no more than 5 
per cent of Western Europe’s own production, 
ordain a full-fledged Western European federa- 
tion. But the State Department and the whole 
Administration can and should exert toward 
this end the greatest possible persuasion. 

It is one of the great opportunities of history. 
Its prospective realization would do more than 


anything else to persuade wavering Congressmen 
that expenditures proposed under the Marshall 
plan will be well spent. 
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Ladue Tax Dodgers

ln a new effort to evade the 10-cent county 


library tax, the City of Ladue is hiring outside 
counsel, to supplement its own legal talent. At 
the same time, it is circulating among the voters 
an elaborate report on what is called the “La- 
due library situation.” This report is a tissue 
of half-truths, spurious arguments and legalistic 
twaddle. It earns anew for its authors the title 
bestowed upon them by Mahlon B. Wallace, 
namely, “The penny-pinching city fathers of 
Ladue.” 

In April 1947, the city fathers concocted a 

plan to escape payment of the 10-cent county 
tax by proposing a l-cent tax for a Ladue li- 
brary. Since a 1-cent tax would yield only $1600 
a year, it was evident Ladue had no serious 
idea of starting a library. The voters approved 
the 1-cent tax, thereby assuming they had made 
a saving of 9 cents. 
' But the County Court said No. It held that, 
since Ladue had no pre-existing library, it was 
liable for the 10-cent tax. Thus, an effort to save 
9 cents boomeranged, and Ladue found itself 
obligated to pay 11 cents—the county tax plus 
the city tax. Moreover, the City of Ladue found 
itself the subject of scorn and contempt for at- 
tempting to evade a legal obligation, in a cause 
involving books for county children. 

It is perhaps too much to expect that the vot- 
ers of Ladue, who are being asked for post- 
card comment on the Ladue report, will rebuke 
the city fathers. But it isn’t too much to expect 
that the County Court will de sustained in re- 
jecting Ladue’s specious plea, 
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A Sensible Test 

Indictment of the CIO and Philip Murray by 
a federal grand jury will test one of the weakest 
provisions of the Taft-Hartley law—its ban on 
political contributions. The case has been ex- 
pected ever since passage of the act, when it 
became evident that the political-contributions 
section was so ambiguous it would take a court 
decision to clarify it. 

The section amends the corrupt practices act 


of 1925 to provide that— © 


It is unlawful . . for any corporation 
whatever, or any labor organization, to make 

a contribution or expenditure in connection 

with any election at which presidential or 

vice presidential electors or a Senator or 

Representative in, or a Delegate or Resident 

Commissioner to Congress. are to be voted 

for, or in connection with any primary 

election or political convention or caucus 
held to select candidates for any of the 

foregoing offices. . . 

Since a newspaper is a corporation, the sec- 
tion seems to prohibit all newspapers from com- 
menting on national politics. By common knowl- 
edge this is not what the authors, or Congress, 
intended. As to what precisely they did intend, 


there is no agreement short of a judicial ruling. 


Representative Hartley has said union papers 
are free to comment on national politics under 
the act. Senator Taft first said it outlawed 
comment by papers supported by unions, and 
then said “bona fide” union newspapers could 
comment. President Truman said the act “pro- 
vides no exemption for corporations whose busi- 
ness is the publication of newspapers or the 
operation of radio stations.” The American Civil 
Liberties Union thought the ban “indefensible.” 

As the Post-Dispatch remarked last July: No 
court would uphold such a clear infringement 
upon freedom of press. But (it) is a dangerous 
statute to leave on the books. A grave 
question of constitutionality is involved here. 
„„ „ At best, Section 304 is a puzzle for lawyers.

At worst, it contains grave threats to our civil 
liberties. It is a blot upon the remainder of 
the new labor law. 

The test of the political-contributions section, 
which Mr. Murray precipitated by deliberately 
violating it, is a sensible and constructive way 
to go about improving the law. It is far more so 
than the blanket disapproval which labor organ- 
izations cast at the measure in spite of the fact 


that, as shown in a poll printed in Look maga- 


zine, 10 of its most controversial provisions are 
approved by a majority of union members. 
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Mr. Neill Indicts the Governor 


If anyone had any doubt as to whether Gov. 
Donnelly made a lamentable blunder in his Mus- 
solini-like discharge of the State Training School 
Board, it should be resolved by the statement 
of Thomas P. Neill of St. Louis, one of the 
ousted board members. 

Mr. Neill, who is a history teacher at St. 
Louis University, sets out the facts simply and 
without heat. He draws his conclusions with- 
out fear of the Governor or anyone else. It is 
a performance so commendable that one can only 
regret again that board members of the type 
of Mr. Neill were fired. Clearly he is the kind 
of citizen who should be kept in such a post. 

The picture drawn of Phil M. Donnelly as 
It pre- 
sents the executive as “jealous of his power” 
and in disagreement with the plan of the new 
Constitution in changing the Boonville school 
from a penal institution to a part of the state's 
educational system. It shows the Governor as 
virtually incapable of co-operating with a board 
which he himself had chosen. 

The spotlight begins to play more sharply 
on the Rev. Leroy Munyon of Lebanon. It is 
clear from what Mr. Neill writes that Gov. 
Donnelly wanted the post of overall director of 
training schools for his home-town friend. The 
board took seriously its duty to the delinquent 
youth of the state and declined to make the ap- 
pointment. It selected instead a qualified, pro- 


fessional director from the federal probation. 


service, Louis J. Sharp. 

In the interests of harmony, the board then 
made a mistake. It agreed to appoint the Rev. 
Mr. Munyon as superintendent of the school at 
Boonville. This was, as Mr. Neill says, an at- 
tempt to “appease”: Gov. Donnelly. The hope 
was that this would secure the Governor's con- 
tinuous. interest and support. Crossing its fin- 
gers, the board figured that Mr. Sharp could 
keep close enough watch to offset the Rev. Mr. 
Munyon’s lack of qualification. Under the 
preacher, things went from bad to worse and 
he finally had to be replaced last fall by the 
able, courageous John C. Tindall, now also 
fired by the Governor. 

It was clear from the outset that Donnelly had 
blundered. Everything that has happened since, 


every statement, every disclosure has confirmed 
* 


it many times over. 

Meantime, the training schools are without a 
director and the school at Boonville has a state 
policeman for a superintendent. Missouri is 
waiting to see what the Governor is going to 
do about appointing a new board. That is the 
first order of business on the schedule. He 
and Missouri—will be fortunate if he gets an- 
other board of the character of the one he fired. 
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Corruption of Russian Music 

Russia’s Communist party has again rebuked 
the nation’s leading composers of music—in- 
cluding Dmitr Shostakovitch and Serge Proko- 
fieff—for pursuing a “trend against the people.” 
Obviously the party resolution is supported by 
the Kremlin, so the composers affected must 
further adulterate their product or stop com- 
posing. 

The effect of past restrictions on Soviet music 
has been evident for a long time. Shostakovitch, 
for instance, writes.a march, a street scene and 
a long poetic reverie into all of his major com- 
positions and carefully avoids any use of ex- 
treme harmonies. Katchaturian, Kabalesvky and 
even Prokofieff, to some extent, employ a pre- 
vailingly bright instrumentation and show a 
preference for strong, square-cut rhythms that 
will activate a tapping reflex in even the most 
innocent listener. 

As a result of this proscription of modern- 
ism, leftist Russia, with its doniinated regions, 
is the only place on earth where the techniques 
of the musical left cannot be practiced. More- 
over, “anti-bourgeois” Russia is the one country 
where the bourgeois spirit in music is perma- 
nently enthroned by state edict. 

Such a paradox may amuse non-Russians. 
Shostakovitch, Katchaturian, et al, are probably 
not amused, They have tried hard to reach the 
lowest common denominator in the Russian pub- 
lic, but apparently they are still in the toils of 
a “vicious formalistic trend.” Now presumably 
they must write music, a formal art in its very 
nature, which has no form and which is so sim- 
ple that any Commissar can understand it. 

That's what happens when the spirit of inquiry 
wann a dog on a leash.

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Remedy for the Milk Shortage 

The supply of milk in this country is now 10 
per cent below demand and the shortage is 
growing, Department of Agriculture experts 
told a joint congressional committee. 

Yet there is a fairly simple way to help rem- 
edy this condition, if only Congress and the 
state legislatures will take it. Some 30 per cent 
of the milk produced in this country goes into 
the manufacture of butter. The demand for 
butter would be greatly decreased—perhaps by 
one third—if the penalty taxes on margarine 
were abolished and the law were amended to 
permit margarine manufacturers to color their 
product as butter processors are permitted to do. 

Although milk and butter are short, the nation 
has an unprecedented supply of nut and veg- 
etable oil from which to make margarine, Oils 
and fats produced in this country, together with 
those imported from abroad, plus a heavy 
carryover from Jast year, come to the enormous 
total of about 11 billion pounds, 

The American Public Health Association re- 
cently asked repeal of the penalties on mar- 
garine, citing that with vitamins added, marga- 
rine is as good a food as butter. Two doctors in 
the Illinois College of Medicine at Chicago ré- 
ported last week on controlled experiments 
testing the effect on two sets of children, one 
given butter and the other margarine, In the 
Journal of the American Medical Association, 
these doctors said: 

The children in the margarine group ex- 

—＋ omg a high degree of good health dur- 

the study, and in comparing their health 
to shat of the butter group, it appears to 
have been much better. When infirmary 
records are compared, it is readily seen that 
the margarine group fared much better than 
the butter group. :

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Lincoln as He Is 


From the Chicago Tribune, May 23, 1860 


(The editorial which follows ie taken 
from The Tribune of May 23, 1860, five days 
after Lincoln’s nomination. Joseph Medill, 
the editor, and his associates had striven 
for this result with unflagging energy for 
many months. The Tribune's profile of the 
candidate was widely reprinted at the. time, 
for it wae recognized as the work of a man 
who knew Lincoln as only an intimate and 
devoted friend could know him.) 


Ten thousand inquiries will be made as 
to the looks, the habits, tastes and other 
characteristics of Honest Old Abe. We an- 
ticipate a few of them. 

Mr, Lincoln stands 6 feet and 4 inches 
high in his stockings. His frame is not 
muscular, but gaunt and wiry; his arms 
are long, but not unreasonably so for a 
person of his height; his lower limbs are 
not disproportional to his body. In walk- 
ing, his gait though 
firm is never brisk. 

He steps slowly and 
deliberately, almost 
always with his head 
inclined forward and 
his hands clasped be- 
hind his back. In 
matters of dress, he 
is by no means pre- 
cise. Always clean, 
he is never fashion- 
able; he is careless, 
but not slovenly. Lincoln 


In manner, he is remarkably cordial and 
at the same time, simple. His politeness is 
always sincere but never elaborate and op- 
pressive. A warm shake of the hand and 
a warmer smile of recognition are his 
methods of greeting his friends. At rest, 
his features, though those of a man of 
mark, are not such as belong to a hand- 
some man; but when his fine dark gray 
eyes are lighted up by any emotion, and 
his features begin their play, he would be 
chosen from among a crowd as one who 
had in him not only the kindly sentiments 
which women love, but the heavier metal 
of which full grown men and Presidents 
are made. 


Brain and Appetite 


His hair is black, and though thin 16 
wiry. His head sits well on his shoulders, 
but beyond that it defies description. It 
nearer resembles that of Clay than that of 
Webster; but is unlike either. It is very 
large and, phrenologically, well propor- 
tioned, betokening power in all its develop- 
ments. A slightly Roman nose, a wide- 
cut mouth, and a dark complexion, with 
the appearance of having been weather- 
beaten, complete the description, 

In his personal habits, Mr. Lincoln is as 
simple as a child. He loves a good dinner 
and eats with the appetite which goes with 
@ great brain; but his food is plain and 
nutritious. He never drinks intoxicating 
liquors of any sort, not even a glass of 
wine. He is not addicted to tobacco in any 
of its shapes. He never was accused of a 
licentious act in all his life. He never uses 
profane language. A friend says that once, 
in a towering rage in consequence of the 
efforts of certain parties to perpetrate a 
fraud on the state, he was heard to say, 
“They shan’t do it, d——n em!“ but beyond 
an expression. of that kind, his bitterest 
feelings never carry him. He never gam- 
bles; we doubt if he ever indulges in any 
games of chance, 


He is particularly cautious about incur- 
ring pecuniary obligations for any purpose 


whatever, and in debt he is never content 
until the score is discharged. We pre- 
sume he owes no man a dollar, He never 
speculates, The rage for the sudden acquil- 
sition of wealth never took hold of him, 
His gains from his profession have been 
moderate, but sufficient for his purposes. 
While others have dreamed of gold, he has 
been in pursuit of knowledge. 


Teller of the Truth 


In all his dealings he has the. reputation 
of being generous but exact and, above all, 
religiously honest. He would be a bold 
man who would say that Abraham Lincoln 
ever wronged anyone out of a cent or ever 
spent a dollar that he had not honestly 
earned. His struggles in early life have 
made him careful of money; but his gener- 
osity with his own is proverbial, He is a 
regular attendant upon religious worship, 
and though not a communicant, is a pew- 
holder and liberal supporter of the Presby~- 
terian church in Springfield, to which Mrs, 
Lincoln belongs. 

He is a scrupulous teller of the truth— 
too exact in his notions to suit the atmos- 
phere of Washington as it now is, His 
enemies may say that he tells black Re- 
publican lies; but no man ever charged 
that, in a professional capacity or as a citi- 
zen dealing with his neighbors, he would 
depart from the Scriptural command. At 
home, he lives like a gentleman of modest 
means and simple tastes, A good-sized 
house of wood, simply but tastefully fur- 
nished, surrounded by trees and flowers, is 
his own, and there he lives, at peace with 
himself, the idol of his family, and for his 
honesty, ability and patriotism the admira- 
tion of his countrymen, 


Faith Beyond Despair 


If Mr. Lincoln is elected President, he 
will carry but little that is ornamental to 
the White House. The country must accept 
his sincerity, his ability and his honesty in 
the mold in which they are cast. He will 


not be able to make as polite a bow as 


Frank Pierce, but he will not commence 
anew the agitation of the slavery question 
by recommending to Congress any Kansas- 
Nebraska bills. 


He may not preside at the presidential 
dinners with the ease and grace which dis- 
tinguish the “venerable public function- 
ary,” Mr. Buchanan; but he will not create 
the necessity for a Covode committee and 
the disgraceful revelations of Cornelius 
Wendell.

KAISER-FRAZER STOCK DEAL 
CANCELLATION UNDER INQUIRY 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12 (AP)— 
Cancellation of a 310,000,000 
Kaiser-Frazer Corp. stock deal 
was under investigation today by 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission, Company executives 
called for “full public hearings by 
appropriate authorities.” 

Henry J. Kaiser, chairman, and 
Joseph W. Frazer, president, of 
the auto making firm, said they 
deplored action of the managers 
of the recent underwriting syndi- 
cate “in purporting to terminate 
their contract to purchase and 
market 900,000 shares of Kalser- 
Frazer common stock.” 

SEC officials said there was no 
indication of violation of law and 
that, so far as they knew, the pub- 
lic had not been hurt by with- 
drawal of the underwriters. 

The action of the underwriters, 
Otis & Co, of Cleveland and First 
California Co. of San Francisco, 
was apparently the result of a suit 
filed in Detroit by a Kaiser-Fraz- 
er stockholder, James F. Master- 
son of Philadelphia, seeking to 
block the offering. 


Singapore Stocks Marked Down, 

SINGAPORE, Feb. 12 (AP)— 
Shares were marked down dras- 
tically in early trading today on 
the Singapore Exchange. There 
was little buying interest but light 
selling pressure prevented too 
much deterioration in a hesitant 
market. 

Traders blamed the slump on 
reaction to London and New York 
market drops and to the recent 
speech by Sir Stafford Cripps, 

Chancellor of the British Ex- 
chequer.

The AP was re- 
ported at that time to be selling 
its news to the Tass Agency, 
owned and operated by the So- 
viet Government, and to the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corp., a semi- 
official organ of the British Gov- 
ernment. But it would not sell 
news to its own government, 


The AP’s reasoning sounds even 
more incrodible today than it did 
two years ago when it was made 
public. At that time, a formal 
statement by the Board of Di- 
rectors held that “government 
cannot engage in newscasting 
without creating the fear of prop- 
aganda which necessarily would 
reflect upon the objectivity of the 
news services from which such 
newscasts are prepared.” 

This utterance struck me as be- 
ing so utterly ludicrous at the 
time that I ventured to predict 
that within five years the AP 
directors would blush at the mere 
thought they ever made it. I 
imagine that like the members of 
Congress, the directors of the AP 
have now changed their minds— 
whether they blushed or not. 


And one hopes that goes for 
Kent Cooper, the executive direc- 
tor of the AP, who stated at the 
time: “I am compelled to report 
the fact that important news- 
papers in foreign lands desire no 
propaganda news or news from 
agencies which co-operate with 
any government in the disseminat- 
ing of propaganda.” 

This seemed the most absurd 
argument of all. For in the first 
place it indicated that an Amer- 
ican news agency was refusing to 
sell news to its own government 
because foreign newspapers dis- 
approved; and in the second place, 
surely AP news was judged solely 
on its content and not on who its 
customers happened ‘to be. 


Belated Understanding. 

It is supremely ironic that the 
Congress should have reversed its 
stand on this whole matter be- 
cause of a belated understanding 
of what the Russians were up to. 
It could be said, of course, that 
the Russians were up to the same 
thing two years ago, but appar- 
ently the news had not at that 
time reached Capitol Hill. 

What finally aroused the Con- 
gress was the happy circumstance 
that some of its members hap-

pened to journey to Europe last 
and fall. Among them 
were Senator Smith (Rep.), New 
Jersey, and Mundt. What the 

suddenly saw was an eyekul, 

though the Government's diplo- 
matic representatives abroad, not 
to mention the American news- 
paper correspondents, had been 
trying to describe it to them since 
the end of the war. 

Ralph E. McGill, the alert editor 
of the Atlanta Constitution, had 
warned during the first months of 
peace that the voice of the Amer- 
ican giant had been reduced “to a 
whisper—every voice is heard 
‘round the world save his.” 

Last week—two years later—a 
congressional joint committee, 
headed by Senator Smith and 
Representative Mundt reported 
that “The Voice of America is a 
whisper.” And it sounded a clarion 
call for an aggressive blanketing 
of “a demoralized and groping 
Europe” with truth about the 
United States and ita people. 

America, it reported—ag if it 
were news—was losing the war of 
words to Russia. 

“The British, with all their eco- 
nomic. difficulties,” it explained, as 
though the State Department had 
not patiently pointed it out long 
before when it pleaded with Con- 
gress for a few spare dollars, “are 
maintaining a program ‘three 
times the size of ours, and the So- 
viets an over-al] amount so colos- 
sal that there is no practical 
means of estimating its exact cost. 
In many respects, Britain has been 
pinch-hitting for us.” 

It looked indeed as if the old 
giant was waking up—and better 
late than never.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb | 


TRANSFERRING A DESIGN. 


HERE are a lot of amateur 
interior decorators who spend 
their lives in misery because 
their artistic ability is something 
just a little under nil. It was for 
people such as these that stencils 
and squares were invented. 
Making a stencil of a design to 
be painted on a surface is a pretty 
simple matter. Trace or use car- 
bon paper to get the design on to 
a sheet of heavy paper and then 
coat the paper with shellac. After 
the shellac is dry, cut out the de- 
sign with a sharp knife. The knife 
has to be good and sharp, else 
ou’ll get a fuzzy edge which is 
und to spoil the finished job. 
Another simple way to transfer 
a design is means of squares. 
What you do is rule off the design 
into a number of squares all of 
equal size, Then you make an 
equal number of squares on the 
surface that is to be covered. If 
you want the design the same size 
as the original, make the squares 
the same size. If you want to en- 


large or reduce the design when 
ou transfer it, make the squares 
ger or smaller. The main thing 
to remember is to keep everything 
to scale, To do this accurately 
you want a good rule. Needless 
to say, make rather light lines on 
the surface which is to be painted. 
After you get all the squares 
worked out, it's a pretty simple 
business to draw in the portion of 
the design that fills a square. 
When all the squares are filled 
you have an accurate reproduction 
of the original design.

William Tell of Horseshoe Pitching World 


Jimmy Risk, at Sports Show, Can Knock Apple Off Your Head—98 Ringers in 100 Tries* 


By Dickson Terry 


IMMY RISK, who is entertain- 
E visitors at the Sports, Trav- 
el and Boat Show at Kiel Au- 
ditorium this week, is billed as 
the world’s champion trick and 
fancy horseshoe pitcher. This 
means that Jimmy can, among 
other things, knock an ‘apple off 
the top of your head with a horse- 
shoe. You might argue that any- 
one who is even fairly accurate 
with a horseshoe could do the 
same thing. The difference is 
that Jimmy hits only the apple. 

“There’s no risk with Risk” is 
Jimmy's slo he thought it up 
himself—and that applies to the 
William Tell trick also. No one, 
says Jimmy, is perfect, even if he 
does hold the world’s record of 98 
ringers out of a hundred tries, so 
if he sees that the horseshoe, 
which weighs two and a half 
pounds and is made of steel, is go- 
ing to conk his vis-a-vis in the 
puss, he yells “Duck!” The rest is 
up to you. Jimmy has performed 
the trick a lot of times and has 
skulled no one yet. He doesn’t 
say, however, whether this is a 
tribute to how straight he can 
throw a horseshoe, or to how loud 
he can yell. — 

Among other things that Jimmy 


can do is toss a ringer around a 


cigarette stuck into the ground, 
without touching; around a a 
bottle without breaking it; light 
matches with horseshoes at 40 
feet, and knock the ashes off a 
burning cigarette at the same dis- 
tance, 

Jimmy had an opportunity to 
perform thig last trick for Presi- 
dent Truman and Admiszal Nimitz 


on the White House lawn a couple 


of years ago. He did it with such 
spectacular success the two nota- 
bles were convinced he had more 
than natural control of the horse- 
shoes. 

Nimitz had read an article 
about Jimmy in a magazine, and 
being a better than average horse- 
shoe pitcher himself, asked Jim- 
my to come to the White House 
and perform for him and Presi- 
dent Truman who—ah—well, who 
also likes to pitch horseshoes. 

He hadn’t intended to do the 
cigarette trick, but the President 


had heard about it, and requested 


it, Jimmy stuck the burning cig- 
arette in the ground, stepped 
back, and threw. The shoe hit 
the ground in front of the cigar- 
ette bounced forward, neatly tak- 
ing the ashes off as it went but 
not touching the cigarette itself, 
and then continued on to make a 
ringer on the post behind. Jimmy 
decided not to comment on the 
shot. 

At 38, Jimmy—as he prefers to 
be called—is turning a little gray, 
but he has the same slim physique 
which he had some 28 years ago 
when he was known as “the boy 
wonder from Montpelier.” He 
doesn’t drink and he smokes only 
an occasional cigar. While he 
doesn’t put in the five and six 
hours of daily practice which put 
him at the top, he likes to keep 
himself in good condition.

clockwise toward the neg (that’s 
the three quarters) and has then 
made another complete turn with 
the opening again to the front 
as it settles, gently but firmly, 
around the peg.

Sulfa Drugs 
No Cure for 
Common Cold 


By C. A. Dean, M. D. 


OME people seem to have de- 

veloped the idea that an easy 

way to cure a cold is to take 
any of the sulfa group af drugs. 
This is not an advisable practice, 
nor will sulfa cure a cold. This 
group of drugs have not been 
shown to be effective against most 
of the virus (smaller than bac- 
teria) diseases, of which the com- 
mon cold is one, The virus diseases 
have a tendency to drop the white 
cell count of the blood. Sulfa occa-~- 
sionally has this same action, The 
white cells of the blood are neces- 
gary for good resistance, and, 
therefore, recovery from a com- 
mon cold may actually be delayed 
by sulfa, 

Question: “I have been advised 
that raw milk is better than pas- 
teurized milk because pasteuriza- 
tion des some of the vitamins, 
especially thiamine and ribroflavin. 
Is this true?” 

Answer: Riboflavin is found 
abundantly in milk which is also 
a good source of thiamine. But 
many other foods contain much 
more thiamine than milk. How- 
ever, since milk is so universally 
used, it serves as a valuable source 
of this important vitamin. 

Controlled studies have shown 
that after pasteurization there is 
no significant loss of riboflavin. 
The amount of thiamine lost is so 
small as to be almost negligible. 
Much more important in preserv- 
ing the riboflavin content of the 
milk is to prevent excess exposure 
of the milk to light. It has been 
proven that light destroys this 
vitamin. However, thiamine is 
much less affected by light. 

The variations in these vitamins 
after pasteurization are so slight 
as to be unimportant compared to 
the risk of diseases resulting from 
raw milk.

HEN you dine out, do you 
ever keep an ear open to the 

* folks roundabout running a 
finger down the list of hot breads 
on the menu to make a choice? 
Or do you ever look to see which 
ones men or women pick up often- 
est when they go down the line in 
a cafeteria? The chances are that 
the bran muffins are taken oftener 
than most of the others. It’s not 
merely the name bran that sells 
folks, it’s the color, the fragrance, 
the rich nutty flavor and the 
ſchewiness of these muffins, And 
kor the same reason, bran waffles 
have strong appeal, Since these 
two items are so popular in public 
‘eating places, it is safe to assume 
they would be just as welcome at 
the home table. There is no time 
in the year when hot breads are 
more welcome than on these pres- 
ent winter days. Here are two 
recipes we believe you'll file, but 
put them where you can lay hands 
on them at any time. Please re- 
member to serve either muffins or 
waffles on a plate so hot you'll 
have to handle it with a napkin. 
Don’t cover up muffins to sweat 
and soften their crust.. Bring a 
few at a time to the table and 
keep the rest in the oven that has 
been turned off. Never stack the 
waffles but serve each separately 
so it will stay crisp and fragile. 

Bran Waffles, 

One egg, separated, one cup 
milk, one-fourth cup all-bran 
(100% bran), one cup all-purpose 
flour, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-fourth to three-eighths 
teaspoon salt, one tablespoon 
sugar, one-fourth cup melted mar- 
garine. 
| Beat egg yolk into small amount 
of milk, add re ning milk and 
bran. Sift flour, measure, resift 
with baking powder, salt and 
sugar. Stir bran-milk mixture 
thoroughly. Add flour in two por- 
tions, beating slightly with rotary 
beater to make smooth batter. Add 
margarine and fold in stiffly 
beaten white. Let stand five min- 
utes. Bake one-half to two-thirds 
cup batter for each waffle. Makes 
about two and one-half cups bat- 
ter. Enough for four waffles. 

Bran Muffins. 
One cup shredded whole bran, 
three-fourths cup milk, one cup 
all-purpose flour, one and three- 
fourths teaspoons baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt, two table- 
spoons butter or shortening, one- 
fourth cup sugar, one egg, beaten. 

Add bran to milk and let stand 
10 to 15 minutes. Sift flour, meas- 
yure and resift three times with 
baking powder and salt. Cream 
butter and blend in sugar; add 
egg and beat until fluffy. Add 
bran and milk, Then add flour 
mixture, stirring until flour is just 
dampened, ll d muffin 
ting two-thirds full of batter and 
bake in a moderately hot oven 
(400 degrees Fahrenheit) for 25 to 
30 minutes, or until muffins are
